scribed in this private domain, (bd) not 
inventoried as belonging to the crown, 
or (c) bearing a ticket of the private 
domain.

Nor 
has she been today.

Eugenie declared herself sure, also, of 
eighty-seven other objects coming from 
her private apartmente in the Tuilleries, 
now in the museums of Fontainebleau 
or Compiegne, viz.: seven cushions. twQ 
work boxes, four albums, seven Screens, 
three crystal balls, a book from Pope 
Piustix, a match box, a shell in green 
jade with a frog inside, a bad land- 
scape by Daupigny, a pastel copy of the 
portrait of Louis XVII by Mme. Vigee-

Eugenie might, finally, have got back 
the above objects. The scandal rose over 
the objects she demanded from the 
Louvre museum. A few more Gobelin 
tapestries and Sevres porcelains were 
recognized by Sevres and the Gobelins as 
belonging to the ex-empress. 

What did she ask from the Louvre?

Little Extras Count. 

It is these little extras whicn count 
so much in any comyputation of the na- 
tive and the visitor in London.

But 
for %he uninitiated Amerioan they make 
the difference. and sometimes more, be- 
tween the excessive cost of living in a 
city like New York and the so-called 
economy of living in London.

Your meat order may cost 
you tenpence (20 cents) and you rejoice 
that the same thing would cost you 25 
cents in New York.

and butters. waitress.” you say, little 
knowing that that will cost you two- 
pence extre. “And mo potatoes,” you 
complain, unsuspecting that that will 
coset you another twopence. 
» “T really do-believe you have forgotten 
to give me a napkin,’ yon continue, with 
increasing annoyance, thereby adding yet 
another penny to your Dill and bringing 
the total of .ypur meat portion up to 30 
cents, considerably more, proportionate- 
ly speaking, then the same dish would 
have cost you in the United States. 

It ig really by this prictng of things 
on the instalment plan, so to speak, that 
the American visitor is gulied into think- 
ing that living is so much cheaper in 
London than it isin New York, Chicago 


or Boston.

Lonon, July 27.—The Rev. Dr. H. 
Rashdall, fellow and tutor of New Col-

\W Much has been published about 


the cruelties to which Russian 
prisoners are subjected. The victims of 
such treatment are usually revolution- 
ists. The prominence recentiy given to 
the tortures inflicted on them a, Riga 
and elsewhere may have created an er- 
roneous impression Coucerning' the 
«haracter’of Russian prisons generally. 
Russia is the land of extremes and 
contrasts. While it is true that bar- 
barities unknown in Other civilized 
countries are frequently practiced upon 
ithe inmates of Russian jails, it.is 
equally true that the bulk of the pr,s- 
oners confined in them enjoy far greater 
liverty and more privileges than is aj- 
lowed those upon whom the law has laid 
ite heavy hand in couniries that enjoy a 
far greater measurement of tree govern- 


ment. 

As a people the Russians are :1etnargic 
and good-natured. And, with notable ex- 
ceptions, of course, these are the charac- 
teristics of most Russian officials. They 
hate doing more for their pay than they 
have got to do. For them the easiest 
way—the way that gives them least trou- 
ble—is the bes; way. ‘Ine application 
of this system is seen to perfection in 
th@ Russian prisons. ‘The enforcement 
of rigid rules and regulations neces- 
sitates hard work, and, therefore, they 
are not enforced. The irksome disci- 
pline which prevails in Engiish and 
American pena! institutions, and more 
or less in all enlightened countries, is 
unknown in ,Russian prisons. Official 
Vigilance in them for the most part 
coneerns itself merely with keeping the 
prisoners within the walls of the jail. 
For the rest they are allowed to do 
pretty much as they please. They make 
their own rules and regulations and en- 
force them to the extent of inflicting 
severe punishments, and sometimes even 
death, on obnoxious comrades. 

The hardships they have to endure are 
@ue in the main to overcrowding, lack 
of sanitation and their own dirty hab- 
its. Roughly speaking, Russian prisons 
are divided into two parts—the wing or 
wings containing the cells and those 
where the larger rooms are placed. For- 
merly the cells were reserved for in- 
dividual occupants; buy; Russia has so 

‘many prisoners, politicar ane criminal, 
that even in the smallest celis three or 
four men are lodged; Those who can 
afford to pay a little are sent to the 
larger cells; the poorer ones to the com- 
mon rooms. 
Sight to Be Seen, 

These last are a sight to be seen. 
Imagine a room such as I saw in a 
prison I visited the other aay, «puilt to 
accommodate twenty people, but occupied 
by sixty.

When a soldier comes 
in to see what is afoot,-he too takes a 
hand at the game and tries his_ luck. 
But he is a privileged personage and 
can stake a cigarette if he likes He is 
On the best of terms with his charges 
and especially with those who have a 
little cash. One man is trying to read, 
but the din proves too much for him, 


‘gates, which are generally guarded by 


only two men, rush them, take away 
their rifles and march off in triumph. 
The soldiers will not follow them, un- 
less an officer happens to come along 
and ordérs them to, because they are 
too indifferent to care about half a 
dozen prisoners out of the thousand 
or so they have within the walls. 

Escaped prisoners have been known 
to walk boldly into the first likely 
house and obtain food and clothing. 
If they are “politicals,”” people are 
sorry for them; if bandits, they are 
50 afraid of them that they would 
give them anything they asked for. 
Courtship and Marriage, in Prison. 

The women are generally kept in 
separate cells, though in some pris- 
ons there are what is called “married 
quarters.”’ Men and women take 
exeicise together, when “courting” 
evidently goes on; for there have been 
several marriages in prisons lately, 
some in cases when one of the parties 
is going to be exiled and wishes to 
have the benefit of a companion: 
others when the man is condemned to 
death and wants to give his name to 
his beloved before he perishes for 
the “cause.” Such marriages are per- 
formed by a priest called in by the 
parties and in the presence of one of 
the higher prison officials, generally 
the governor himself, who makes a 
present to the bride. A collection is 
also made for her amongst the pris- 
oners and many a little trinket has 
been kept in memory of these occa- 
sions. 

Thus life goes on in the Russian 
prisons; people drink vodka, play cards, 
make love amd marry as in ‘the world 
outside. But some prisoners in Radom 
hit upon as novel a way of passing the 
time and raising the wind as any. They 
had been false money coiners and meant 
to carry on their trade inside the prison. 
A#ier a few days they made arrange- 
ments with the head warder, who agreed 
to bring the plant and pass the coin 
when it was made. The men had a cell 
to themselves and were warned of the 
approach of the governor by the warder, 
who removed al! the implements to his 
own quarters when he saw danger 
ahead. They coined money for over six 
months, and might have been coining it 
teday, had not the warder's wife been 
arrested ag she was passing some of 
it in the market. Nobody was so as- 
tenished as the governor, who had not 
the slightest idea that the spurious 
money which had been flooding the 
town for the last six months came from 
his own prison.

The members of 
the military guard, who accompany the 
men when they take exercise, joke witn 
the market women and forget their 
changes. One young prisoner, named 
Finkelstein, ran off the other day in! 
the most barefaced fashion. A sister 
dressed as a market woman entered the 
yard with what looked like a goodly sup- 
ply of ros. Finkelstein and his friends 
at once surrounded her, crowding out 
the sentries. But the next day when 
the roll cal] was made, he was missing 
His sister had hidden a woman’s cloak, 
Skirt and kerchief under her rolls, and he 
quickly changed, whilst his fellow pris- 
oners pressed round, and walked Out 
with her as quietly as posstble a few 
minutes later. After that all the women 
were searched before admittance—but 
only for a day or two, when the author- 
ities forgot the incident. 

Ahother man escaped fragn the same 
prison by running races with his friends 
end leaping over the wall when the sen- 
try was busy calming a violent quarrel 
which had suddenly arisen at the other 
send of the yard. Though the soldiers 
ran after him, and there were many peo- 
ple in the street at the time, nobody

London, July 27.—All over the conti- 
nent there is growing resentment at the 
facility with which foreigners can get 
married in England. Here are two re-' 


cent cases in point: 

Two persons living in Vfenna, a Chris- 
tian and a Jew, but not Austrian sub- 
jects, came to London to ve married, 
and were legally marrie@ according to 
English law. The marriage has been de- 
elared invalid by an Austrian court, on 
the ground that the parttes had con- 
tracted marriage knowing that the union 
of a Christian and a Jew was illegal 
according to the laws of Austria. 

An Italian agent under’ twenty-five 
eloped frgm Italy with @ woman to Eng- 
land, where they were married .by a 
registrar. The man. had not obtained 
his mother’s consent, which {ts neces- 
sary under Italian law before he has 
attained twenty-five, and on her peti- 
tion the court at Florence has given a 
decree annulling the marriage. 

Steps are being taken at the vatican 
and through the American emoassy in 
Vienna to unravel a painful matrimonial 
tangle involving Miss WDougnerty. a 
young Philadelphia heiress, and an Aus- 
trial calling himself “Baron” Goepel, 
who were married by @ London regis- 
trar last spring.

The prominence recentiy given to 
the tortures inflicted on them a; Riga 
and elsewhere may have created an er- 
roneous impression cCoucerning the 
character‘of Russian prisons generally. 

Russia is the land of extremes and 
contrasts. While it is true that bar- 
barities unknown in other civilized 
countries are frequently practiced upon 
the inmates of Russian jails, it.is 
equally true that the bulk of the pr.s- 
oners confined in them enjoy far greater 
liberty and more privileges than is aj- 
lowed those upon whom the law has laid 
itg heavy hand in countries that enjoy a 
far greater measurement of tree govern- 
ment. 

As a people the Russians are :etnarBic 
and good-natured. And, with notable ex- 
ceptions, of course, these are the charac- 
teristics of most Russian officials. They 
hate doing more for their pay than they 
have got to do. For them the easiest 
way—the way that gives them least trou- 
ble—is the bes; way. ‘rne application 
of this system is seen to perfection in 
the Russian prisons. ‘The enforcement 
of rigid rules and regulations neces- 
sitates hard work, and, therefore, they 
are not enforced. The irksome disci- 
Pline which prevails in Engiish and 
American pena! institutions, and more 
or less in all enlightened countries, is 
unknown in ,Russian prisons. Official 
Vigilance in them for the most part 
coneerns itself merely witn keeping the 
prisoners within the walls of the jail. 
For the rest they are allowed to do 
pretty much as they please. They make 
their own rules and regulations and en- 
force them to the extent of inflicting 
severe punishments, 
death, on obnoxious comrades.

On it is a prison 
plate of enamel, turned upside down 
and roughly marked and numbered, 
evidently with a hot iron or poker. A 
piece of bone, cut and polished as well 
as a prison knife wil] allow, serves as 
a needle or indicator, which is spun 
around by the owner in true Monte Car- 
lo style. The game is followed with 
breathless interest, but the inventor 
will admit none to it who have not cash 
—@Wgarettes and wearing apparel are 
not allowed. 

“Have you got anything to lay?’ he 
asks each newcomer, “for if you haven't 
you can clear off and not interfere with 
those who have.” When a soldier comes 
in to see what is afoot,-he too takes a 
hand at the game and tries his luck. 
But he is a privileged personage and 
can stake a cigarette if he likes He is 
On the best of terms with his charges 
and especially with those who have a 
little cash. One man is trying to read, 
but the din proves too much for him, 
and, tossing away his paper, he calls to 
a red-haired youth of the Jewish per- 
Suasion to play at leapfrog. This cals 
away spectators from the poker ahd 
pitch; but the crowd around the roulette 
table thickens till the owner of,the coyv- 
eted game makes a lunge forward and 
Sends some of the idlers spinning.

The favorite way of escaping from 
the cells seem to be by digging tun- 
neis under the floor to beyond the 
outside wall. Prisoners say it is more 
exciting than gambling and a good 
deal more profitable They take 
turns to dig at night, using the legs 
of their stools, their mugs and their 
knives and forks. In the morning 
they put the earth they have dug up 
in their- trouser pockets and behind 
it out in the 
yard when they go out for exercise. If 
they think the sentries are suspicious 
they leave off for a few nights In 
the daytime the hole'is covered uy a 
stool or clothing to make it look as 
innocent as _ passible. When large 
enough the prisoners squéeze them- 
selves through and trust to their luck 
to pass the guards. 

Some escape in a more daring way. 
They seize the head warder when he 
comes round, gag him, take away the 


keys and after opening the doors of { 


other cells, march in a body to the 
gates, which are generally guarded by 
only two men, rush them, take away 
their rifles and march off in triumph. 
The soldiers will not follow them, un- 
less an officer happens to come along 
and ordérs them to, because they are 
too indifferent to care about half a 
dozen prisoners out of the thousand 
or so they have within the walls. 
Escaped prisoners have been known 
to walk boldly into the first likely 
house and obtain food and clothing. 
If they are “politicals,”” people are 
sorry for them; if bandits, they are 
s0 afraid of them that they would 
give them anything they asked for. 


Courtship and Marriage, in Prison. 


The women are generally kept in 
separate cells, though in some pris- 
ons there are what is called “married 
quarters.”’ Men and women take 
exercise together, when “courting” 
evidently goes on; for there have been 
several marriages in prisons lately, 
some in cases when one of the parties 
is going to be exiled and wishes to 
have the benefit of a companion; 
others when the man is condemned to 
death and wants to give his name to 
his beloved before he perishes for 
the cause.” Such marriages are per- 
formed by a priest called in by the 
parties and in the presence of one of 
the higher prison officials, generally 
the governor himself, who makes a 
present to the bride. A collection is 
also made for her amongst the pris- 
oners and many a little trinket has 
been kept in memory of these occa- 
sions. 

Thus life goes on in the Russian 
prisons; people drink vodka, play cards, 
make love amd marry as in ‘the world 
outside. But some prisoners in Radom 
hit upon as novel a way of passing the 
time and raising the wind as any. They 
had been false money coiners and meant 
to carry on their trade inside the prison. 
A#ier a few days they made arrange- 
ments with the hea@ warder, who agreed 
to bring the plant and pass the coin 
when it was made. The men had a cell 
to themselves and were warned of the 
approach of the governior by the warder, 
who removed al! the insplements to his 
own quarters when he saw danger 
ahead. They coined money for over six 
months, and might have been coining it 
teday, had not the warder'’s wife been 
arrested ag she was passing some of 
it in the market. Nobody was so as- 
tenished as the governor, who had not 
the slightest idea that the spurious 
money which had been flooding the 
town for the last six months came from 
his own prison. How the plant was 
smuggled into the building seems & mvys- 
tery; but the whole system of surveil- 
lance is so lax that as a local wag 
said, the next thing they would be doing 
in the prisons will be bombs and print- 
ing revolutionary literature. 

Such a lax prison system reflects no 
credit on the Russian government. But 
it is far less disereditable than the sto- 
ries of horrors and atrocities which 
are published broadcast as typical of the 
way Russian prisons are run. It is only 
fair that the other side—the normal side 
—of Russian prison life should ‘be pre- 
sented. Cruelty is not a Russian 
characteristic even among the govern-

First Permanent Settlement. 


The first permanent settlement was 
made by the Spanish. Don Ramon, 
with his daring soldiery and mission- 
aries, broke ground near San Pedro 
springs in 1685. Wherever Spain, by 
conquest or discovery, laid claim to 
a domain, alongside her armies and 
adventurers came the padre with his 
cress and chisel. He built fortress- 
churches and undertook the defense of 
his people and the conversion of the 
heathen. Here the Franciscan monks 
built a chain of missions stretching 
from the Sabtne to the Rio Grande. 
They were built 2 miles apart, and 
tradition has it that a secret tunnel 
connected these missions. They are 
magnificent monuments to the patience 
and fortitude of the Franciscans. Long 
ago the tooth of time has destroyed 
all but six—San Fernando, the Alamo, 
Concepcion, San Jose, San Juan and 
Pepada. Their purpose was a défense 
against Montezuma on the south and 
the Christianizing of the -Indian on 
the north. : 

Den de Leon was so charmed with 
the country that he determined to 
establish a mission. He placed Fra 
Marquenet in charge and called it San 
Francisco de Tejas. Don de Teran, 
who succeeded Don de Leon, visited 
this Spanigh possessign in !68! and 
changed the name to San Francisco de 
la Espada (St. Francis of the Sword). 
It was near the site of the present 
ruin that bears that name. In “Espada” 
is to be seen the whole purpose of the 
fortress-church—the saint and his 
sword. The tower is in the shape of a 
sword-hilt. 

In (I712 a Spanish settlement was 
begun on the present side of San 
Antonio.

San Juan de Capistrano was erected 
in 1716, and built in I!731. It Was 
named aiter Santa Giovanni, de Capis- 
trano, a Franciscan friar, born in 1384. 
A deep well, like as by all the others, 
stands near in case of siege. San Juan 
is the only ruin whose acqueduct is in 
a good state of preservation. These 
marvelous structures were built to 
furnish water within the fortress in 
case they were, by siege, shut off from 
the waters of San Antonio river... San 
Juan is the most picturesque and 
typically Spanish of all the old mis- 
sion ruins. Here and ‘there, on the 
walis, is a clinging touch telling how 
some master painter spent his days. It 
is built differently from all the oth- 
ers; long and narrow, windows high 
from the ground and narrow-~it looks 
so much like the fort. Across one of 
the windows a sacrilegious hand has 
nailed a cofin lid. Where the grue- 
some thing came from nobody knows. 
The old plaza, or commissary walis, 
are as sound as ever. The 
planted and tenderly cared for 
monks in the long ago, cast shadows 
now accross this relic of gges past. 


The Alamo and Its Story. 


The Meading mission is the Alamo— 
the cradle of Texas liberty. It is 
baptised ‘with the blood of heroes who 
fell in its defense March 6, 1836. 


of San Antonio de Valero, being named 
after Saint Anthony of Padua and the’ 
Duke de Valero, a Spanish viceroy. It, 
is said to have been first stablished 
in the Ciengua of the Rio Grande, 1703; 
thence removed: to San Ildephonse and 
then to the banks of the Rio Grande. 
After this it was removed to 
San Pedro Springs, thence to Military 
Plaza, and then to the site where it 
»noOWw stands.. Alamo means 
wood—and the old migsion originally 
stood in such a grove. It is more 
likely that it derived its name from the 
first Mexican garrison that went there 
from Fort Alamo de Parras, in the 
Provinee of Coahuila, to which Texas 
was then attached. 

It was first used as a church, 
protection against the Indians, but it 


the scene of many desperate conflicts 
between the Mexicans and the Texans. 
The architecture is severely 
except the exquisitely carved. doorway 
and pillars. Long ago the statuary in 
the niches have been destroyed. The 
chapel originally had an arched ceil- 
ing, covered by a flat gravel roof. 
The convent was later used by the 
Americans as a prison and barracks. 
Santa Ana—the Napoleon of the west— 
by his bombardment destroyed the 
arched roof and considerably demolish- 
ed the back and side walls. 

The seige of the Alamo began Feb- 
ruary 22 and continued until the final 
tragedy on that Sunday morning of 
March 6, 1836. The Texans made an 
heroic stand against Sénfa Anna and 
his Mexicans that marched under the 
black flag. When their . ammunition 
was exhaustea they retreated from the 
convent and stockade to the chapel. 
Here the fiercest or . the fight jook 
place.

On 
this spot the brave private Evans met 
his death in ty act of blowing it up. 
Texas bought this old mission in 1888 
by paying to Bishop Neraz $20,000. 
The convent annex was bought jointly 
by the state and the Daughters of the 
Republic for the sum of $75,000. 
San Jose, Concepcion, San Fernando, 
San Jose Ge Aguayo was erected in 
1718 and named in honor of St. Joseph, 
husband of thé Virgin Mary, and Mar- 
quis San Miguel de Aguayo, governor 
of Texas at the time.

This old ruin has 
been the silent witness of many a geadly 
Indian figbt. 

The old San Fernando cathedral, while 
mot built as a fortress-church, is a struc- 
ture of unwavering interest. .To this day 
it is used. It was originally built by 
subscription in 1782, and only the sacris- 
ty of the first building forms the altar 
of the one of more modern date. The 
Marquis de Casa Fuertes persuaded Spain 
to send sixteen royal families to this 
new possession. The church was erected 
for these royal families. They were 
brought over from the Canary islands 
and the name of the pueblo was changed 
to that of Gan Fernando in honor of 
Fernando IH, king of Spain. 

In-those far-off days there were mcby 
deadly conflicts. 
witnessed those battles. Victory meant 
no more than yet other tragic days. De- 
feat meant only the burial of valorous 
deeds in an oblivion that had no mes- 
senger. This mission territory has been 
fought for inch by inch for over two 
long centuries.

English Writer Says Financier's 
Countenance 1s Criminal, 


He Declared That Morgan, Judged 
by His Face, Would Stick at 
Nothing to Make His Business 
Go Apotheosis of Greed 
and Grab.

London, July 27.—Unintentionally an 
English poster artist has made J. Pier- 
pont Morgan the center of a _ red-hot 
controversy. The question now being 
debated in the press here is this: “Does 
Morgan’s likeness used in the poster 
advertising the Business Show at Olym- 
Pia, London, libel English business 
men?’ Without knowing that it is a 
striking picture of one of America’s 
foremost financiers, a writer in a Lon- 
don daily has rushed into print with a 
scathing protest against its use as an 
idea} specimen of England’s commer- 
cla] giants. Here is a copy of the letter 
which started all the trouble. It is 
headed “A Libel on English Business 
Men.,”’ 

“The first thing that strikes a fresh 
arrival in London at the present time is 
a hideous face on all the hoardings— 
features contorted with gfeed, forehead 
corrugated with worry-furrows, eyes 
bulging out as if in an attempt to hyp- 
notize the passer-by. 

“At first you cigs it must be designed 
to advertise the life of some notorious 
criminal, or a patent nerve tonic, or a 
new pill, the idea being that any one 
who in the least resembles the poster 
needs medicine very ‘badly indeed. 

Libel on English Business Men. 

“These guesses, however, are quite 
wrong. It is really an advertisement of 
the business exhibition at Olympia—and 
a very clever advertisement, too, for it 
insists upon being looked at, But it is 
a gross libel upon the Enblish business 
The impression left by the face 
of this ugly fellow is that al) -higs 
thoughts and energies are devoted to 
money making. It is a cruel face, It is 
a criminal face. It Is the face‘of a man 
who would stick at nothing to make his 
business go. It is also a face which 
proclaims a narrow mind, heedless, in 
its constant ‘@reoccupation, of all the 
interest and wonder and beauty of the 
world. ‘ 

“There are men of business like that. 
In the United States there are many of 


them. They pile up large fortunes which} 


their frivolous wives spend during thetr 
lifetimes and their gpendthrift sons 
dissipate after ftneir deaths. They have, 
as a rule, no use for money themselves. 
Their digestions are ruined by over- 
anxieties, thelr nervous systems unable 
to stand the strain of travel, their 
brains a blank on every subject but 
their business. They are mere money- 
making machines. As s@)n as they cease 
to attend .to business they die. Then 
people say, ‘D'ye see old So-and-So's 
Zone? Wonder how much he lett?’ Not 
a word of regret or affection for the 
man. Only curiosity as to the results of 
the working of the machine. 

‘Fortunately that type is very rare in 
this country. The healthy English tra- 
dition is that a man must justify his 
existence in other ways than by merely 
collecting coin. There was even a gooil 
Side to the snobbish and stupid preju- 
dice against ‘shopkeeping’ under whicai 
term were lumped together all kinds of 
trade. It made the ‘shopkeeper’ feel 
that he must show the world he was 
something else besides. 

“In every department of our national 
life men of business have played promi- 
nent parts.

ACAULAY, when writing about 
M one man, was apt to step off ip 

his essaying by writing about 
another. Also, Josh Billings tells of @ 
mule whose owner, in turning him into 
one pasture, always turned him inte the 
one next door and let him jump the 
fence. My pencil, sharpened on a@ sim- 
{lar bias. has so much in common with 
both Macaulay and the male that now, 
when I am to write of C. F. King, of 
Boston and New York, distinguished 
among many corporations as financial 
agent and president or managing di- 
rector, it insists upon commencing by 
writing about myself, who am without 
fiscal celebration. 

The beginning of things lay in an ar- 
ticle I had just finished for a popular 
magazine, concerning the New York 
stock exchange. I had to study my sub- 
ject, I promise you; for, when the mag- 
azine gave me the assignment, | was 
as ignorant of stocks as of Sanscrit. 

For myself I have no aptitude for 
commerce, and come of a family as de- 
ficient as myself. There is a tradition 
that one of my forbears on the pa- 
ternal side, by a procession of accidents 
and lucky monetary tumbles, upon 4a 
single occasion piled Pelion on Ossa 
until his heaped-up hill of dizzy riches 
reached $25,000. At this point some one, 
not of my family, came along and took 
it all. This, as I say, is among the tra- 
ditions of the tribe and lives as for- 
tune’s high-water mark for my house. 

On the maternal side the look-back is 
equally somber. Not one of them ever 
possessed a splinter beyond tle day. 
Their family name is Tracy; and there 
is a distich about them in their native 
Devonshire, which reaches rearward to 
a bloody moment of Canterbury, and 
may carry within it the seeds of an ex- 
planation. It runs: 


“Since Becket the Tracys, 
Have had the wind in their faces.” 


Following that magazine outburst con- 
cerning the New York stock exchange, 
> was reposing myself from my labors 
in Martin’s, which is pronounced “‘Maar- 
tan’s” and is successor to the old Del- 
monico’s. There was with me a gentle- 
man who, because he is modest, shall be 
nameless. but who is of consequence in 
the business offices of a well-known 
publishing house. During my off-hours, 
1 cultivate friendly relations with these 
money folk of ink. For are they not the 
purse-bearers of literature? And have I 
not dear ones at home, profoundly pre- 
disposed to spend money? 

WHY SEATS ARE WORTH 

‘ 100,000,000. 

Beirg full of my recent strivings and 
studyings anent the aforesaid stock ex- 
change, and willing to show my gentle- 
man of day books and ledgers, pounds, 
shillings, and pence, that [ was not un- 
instucted touching subjects near _ his 
@old-clinking soul, I broke into dis- 
course concerning Wall street specula- 
tlons; and by way of illustration, told 
tragic tales of men’s undoing, through 
shares that on margins had been bought 
and sold. 

“The floor of the exchange,” I cried 
in a fine heat of righteousness, “is worth 
roundly $100,000,000. And why? Because 
more than 300,000,000 of shares are 
gambled with annually. The broker's 
‘commission,’ which corresponds to the 
gambling hell’s percentage, is $12.50 for 
every 100 shares. And, since when one 
broker ‘buys’ another broker ‘sells,’ the 
double commission amounts to $25 on 
100 shares, or $75,000,000 on the whole 
exchange year. This enormous treasure, 
divided as it is among the 1,100 brokers 
who own ‘seats,’ makes the reason why 
that ‘seai’ franchise of the stock ex- 
change floor is held at $90,000 for each 
‘seat. Who pays it? Who maintains 
these ‘seat’ values? Why, a gullible pub- 
lic crowding to be fleeced. Of all the 
get-rich-quick games that, since the 
Mississippi bubble days of Law, have 
been devoted to the pillage of mankind, 
stock speculations, conducted by brokers 
through stock exchanges and their 
handmaiders the bucket-shops, are at 
the head.’’ 

IN STOCKS AS A BUSINESS—NOT A 

CRIME. 

Then, by way of side-light, I mentioned 
that the family mansion of Captain 
Kidd once stood upon the present site 
of the New York stock exchange, and 
considered how that freebooter, were he 
to return, would sit abashed as a rustic 
and mere farmer of piracy, in the pres- 
ence of what present-day stock bucca- 
neers have supplanted him in his old 
Broad street home. Also, I expressed 
astonishment that someone, in view of 
what should be the sure. legitimate 
profits of such entes cise, didn't take 
up stocks as @ and not as a 
crime. 

It was at this crisis the name of C, 
F. King was brought forward. My list- 
ener, seizing upon my closing remarks,

“The stock world is not so barren of 
good men or right motives as you think, 
and Diogenes shall not light his lantern 
in vain.

Assuredly the English of it had no 
uncertain sound. here was. nothing 
of the soft pedal—all was clear and re- 
sonant.

King's western campaign was a be- 
wildering success. 

It was in February, 1901, that C. F. 
King wounc up the affairs of his Great 
Eastern Newspaper League and rested 
from his labors. While thus resting, 
he elaborated another’ onward step. 
His genius for acvertising was ad- 
mitted. He had made fortunes for

He 
was resolved thereafter to have per- 
sonal first advantage of his powers, 
and devote himself to the advertise- 
ment of goods of his own.

“The great thing,” saic Mr. King, 
when subsequently I talked with him— 
“the great thing in advertising is this: 
The advertiser should make certgin 
of the positive, legitimate value of 
what wares he offers, whether they de 
shares of stock or something else. Hav- 
ing honest goods to sell, he may then 
exercise his ingenuity in attracting the 
attention of customers. Lacking hon- 


advertising, it’s obtaining money by 
false pretenses.’ 


BEGINNING OF THE GREAT KING- 
CROWTHER. 

It was while in this mood of doing 
for himself that C. F. King was drawn 
to a consideration of what properties 
became afterward—and still remain— 
the basis of the King-Crowther Cor- 
poration. Mr. King took hold of the 
enterprise in the autumn of 1901. 
Under his management, King-Crowther 
was organizec as a corporation. The 
properties, oil lands, !00 Square miles 
in all, located in southwestern Texas, 
were untouched and unmarked of in- 
fluences more civilized and civilizing 
than should come from the unscarred 
occupation of coyotes, antelope, prairie 
dogs and jackrabbits. That was Six 
years ago.

That there is widespread interest in the subject of immigration, not only 
in Georgia but in other states of the south, is well known. Here in Georgia, 
as well as in South Carolina, organizations have been formed to encourage 
and promote immigration movements.. Likewise in both states the Farmers’ 
Union bas announced its irrevocable opposition and enmity toward the com- 
ing of the foreigner. The advocates and the opponents of immigration are 
both numerous; both are likewise enthusiastic and determined. There is jeg-

The Farmers’ Union resolutions protest against a mixing of the blood 
which immigration will ultimately involve: they assert that population by 
birth alone is increasing with a rapidity which in a few years will tax the 
resources of the country; they declare the “foreign element, as a class, is 
unreliable in character, degraded in morals, anarchistic in principle, and 
dangerous to the peace and order of society and the welfare of the republic,” 
and that the coming of immigrants. will prove “detrimental to the best inter 
ests, material, social, moral and religious, of our state;” and, finally, that it 
is their purpose to hold this land as a priceless heritage for themselves and 
transmit it as a rich legacy to their children. ; 

On the other hand, Governor Smith says we should encourage the com- 
ing of @ reasonable number of good white families, to “help us build up the 
waste places, as well as to furnish the force to operate the new industria] 
enterprises which otherwise could not be established in the state.” He Says 
he found as a result of his visit to Europe that “we can procure a class of 
immigrants who will be satisfactory to our present white citizens, and that 
there is no danger from any excessive influx into Georgia of immigrants, no 
matter how active may be the efforts to obtain them.” Having the need, the 
possibility of supplying it and the absence of danger, he proceeds to show 
Specifically where this class of immigrants may be obtained, speaking espe- 
Clally of the Teutons of Austria and southern Russia. He says these men 
would come with their families, and would gradually bring such an increase 
of white population to Georgia as the conditions of the state might require. 
As the German farmer is, as a rule, a successful producer of small crops of 
grain, cattle, fruit 


a fine type of people, industrious, sober and lawabiding.” 

There is quite a contrast between this statement of the case and that 
of the Farmers’ Union, which sees danger to the state and its people in for- 
eign immigration of any sort. . 

We have thought it well to place these two views clearly before the 
people of Georgia, in order that they might give tnem consideration; for, 
after all, it must soon be determined what shall be the policy of the state 
upon this subject. It is therefore a matter upon which the people should 
be heard from. Do the majority of Georgia’s citizens want immigration, or 
is the majority aligned in opposition to it? Will immigration of the proper 
sort prove of advantage to the state and its people, or will it be detrimental to 
their best interests? 

The issue is as clear-cut as it is alive and pressing for settlement. 

What, then, shall be the Georgia policy?

DANGEROUS LEGISLATIVE DELAY. 


Already there have come indications of danger in delaying action on the 
pending resolutions providing for an investigation of the combination between 
the Central of Georgia and the Southern Railway. 

The storm-cloud has gathered about the alleged sale of the Central’s 
stock to two eastern capitalists who have never seen the railroad they are 
accused of buying, nor have they ever before appeared as luminaries on the 
horizon of the railroad world. 

The main trouble just now seems to be a well grounded fear on the part 
of the income bondholders—and there are some $15,000,000 of these se- 
curities outstanding, that whatever interests are really in control of the 
situation propose to use the net income from the railroad for the purpose 
of betterment and extension, rather than apply it to the payment of interest 
on these securities. 

_ As the result of recent increased earnings the Central has been enabled 
to pay very satisfactory interest on the income bonds, They became a de- 
sirable security for investment purposes, and Georgians bought largely of 
them. They went up as high as 90 -or above, and would doubtless have re- 
mained there had it not been for the announcement that it wae proposed to 
use the net earnings for other purposes than paying this interest. 

These income bondholders are now crying aloud to the governor and the 
general assembly for relief from the conditions sought to be pat upon them, 
and there has been introduced a bill which proposes to give it to them by 
providing that they shall have equal voice in the management of the property 
on &@ par value basis, with the stockholders. 

There probably would never have arisen any occasion for this sort of 
a stir, if the legislature had acted with some degree of promptness in dealing 
with this Central-Southern combination. They knew the constitution of the 
State was being violated, competition destroyed, and the people of Georgia 
were the sufferers. The session had hardly opened before the necessary res- 
olutions providing for this investigation were introduced with a loud “hur. 
rah,” and then they were immediately allowed to get cold. 

More than half the session has gone, yet these resolutions have never 
come back from the committee room, nor are there any signs of their coming 

What is the excuse for this sort of delay? 

Other resolutions, less urgent and important, have been passed within 
a day or two after their introduction, but a great matter, which closely con- 
cerns the people and their fundamenta) law, is buried and seemingly forgot- 
ten.

pump was submitted; the views of the expert hydraulic engineer who had 
been accepted by both parties to the controversy to pass on a pump, were 
put in evidence; then one of the members of council suddenly asked “Does 


Atlanta really need a pump?”

NOW WORRIES 


LEGISLATORS. 


The Hall Bill, The Williams ‘Administration’ Bill, 
and The Payton Bill to Be Considered by 
House Committee Monday. 


When the committee on constitutiona 


amendments meets Monday afternoon, 
upon the call of Chairman Perry, to 
consider the ‘“disfranchisement” meas- 
ure pending before that body, a@ great 
deal of confusion is liable to arise from 
the conflict, or lack of it, over the 
Halil, the Williams or administration, 
and the Payton bills, 

All Saturday the house was agog with 
discussion of these bills and the senti- 
ment was divided as to whether the 


firat two were in conflict; whether the 
action of the general judiciary commit- 
tee in favoring the Hall bill Friday after- 
noon would have any weight and what 
was the exact status of affairs on this 
all-absorbing topic. | 

At present there is a division among 
the members as to just how these Dills 
Stand in regard to the house. 

Week before last the committee on 
constitutional amendments, without con- 
sidering the Hall disfranchisement bill, 
reported favorably upon the administra- 
tion bil] of Mr. Williams, of Laurens, 

Where the Authors Differ. 


When this report was read to the 
house Mr. Hall moved that the bill be 
rereferred to the committee in order 
that he might present his bill to the 
consideration of its members. He claim- 
ed that the two bills were in conflict 
and that the house could not pass both. 

Mr. Williams, of Laurens, disagreed 
with him and deciared that the two bills 
covered different subject matter and 
both could be enacted into law if the 
legislature so saw fit. 

The Williams, or administration bill, 
was sent back to the committee and wil] 
be considered with the Hall and Payton 
bills on tomorrow afternoon. 

Friday afternoon the general judiciary 
committee reported favorably that bill 
by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, which makes it a 
misdemeanor for any person to pay the 
taxes of another for the purpose of 
registering him. 

When this report was made Mr. Hall 
said, ““Now, gentlemen, you. have dis- 
franchised the negro, constitutionally 
and legally, for no negro, except ¢n few 
instances, will pay his taxes just to 
vote.’’ 

While this bil) does not affect the con- 
Stitution of the state, it is contended 
that it is one of the best possible ways 
to break up trafficking with the ballot 
and to that extent disfranchises the pur- 
‘hasable vater. 

The Hall Companion Bill. 

The companion bill to this, which is a 
part of the Hal] disfranchisement plan, 
will be considered on Monday after- 
noon. In this bill it is provided that no 
@erson who is not now registered or 
Shall become of registering age later 
shail be registered unless he.be able 
to produce the receipts to show that he 
has paid wp alj taxes since the con- 
stitutional convention of 1877. The bill 
favorably reported backs up this bill in 
that it makes it a misdemeanor for 
any one to pay up these back taxes, se- 
cure the receipts and produce them for 
the purpose of registering the voter. 

The administration bill is that which 
was outiined by Governor Smith when 
he was inaugurated and follows closely 
the line of his arguments on the stump. 

Provision of Williams Bill. 

The qualifications for registration are 

enumerated 2s follows: 


“|. All persons who have honorably served 
in the land or naval forces of the United 
States in the revolutionary war, or in the 
war of 1812, or in the war with Mexico, or 
in the war with the Indians, or in the wer 
between the states, or in the war with Spal 
or who honorably served in the land or pect 
forces of the confederate state, or of the 
state of Georgia, in the war between the 
states; or 

“2. All persons lawfully descended from 
those embraced in the classes enumerated 
in the subdivisions next above; or 

“3. All persons of good moral character, 
and understand the duties and obligations of 
eftizenship under a republican form of gOV- 
ernment; or 

“4. All persons who can correctly read in 
the English language any paragraph of the 
constitution of the United States or of this 
State. and correctly write the same in the 
English language when read to them by 
any one of the registrars, and ail persons 
who, solely because of physical disability, 
are unable to comply with the above require- 
ments. but who can understand and give a 
resasonable interpretation of any paragraph 
of the constitution of the United States or 


of this state, that may be read to them by 


any one of the registrars: or 

“5. Any person who is the owner in good 
faith in his own right of at least forty acres 
of land situated in this state. upon which he 
resides. or is the owner in good faith tn his 
own right of property situated in this state 
and assessed for taxation at the value of 
five hundred dollars.’’ . 


Payton for Direct Method. 

The Pavton, of Worth, measure seeks 
to disfranchise the negro direct by cut- 
ting off al] suffrage privileges for a 
man who has as much ag one-eighth 
negro blood in his veins. The constitu- 
tionality of this measure is so doubted 
that it will hardly come in conflict with 
the above mentioned bills. 

Whether these bills are of similar sub- 
ject matter; whether and where there ig 
a conflict; why the Hall measure does 
not fulfill all qualifications,” and if it hae 
not been sanctioned by reason of the 
general judiciary action, are a few of 
the questions to be decided. 

There are many who seem to think 
the restrictions placed on the registra- 
‘tion lists will be amply sufficient to dis- 
franchise all of those who are objec- 
tilonable voters. As one member of the 
Wouse put it: “The Hal] measure will do 
more toward purifying the ballot than 


any of the measures proposed. It will 


do away with the purchasable vote en- 
tirely and will work wonders in those 
counties like Chatham, Richmond and the 
ike where the Dallot is a purclasable 
commodity and where the educational 
test would fail. I think this bill an- 
swers all of the requirements and the 
house will have a hard fight in sub- 
sttuting another which bids fair to dis- 
franehise promiscuously.”’ 

More than usual interest is attached 
to thie committee, and there will doubt- 
less be a large attendance on hand 
when the tangle of constitutional legie- 


lation is unraveled. As it is now the}; 


house seems to be up in the air and 
does not know exactly the status of this 
legislation. 


NEGRO PROTEST 
AGAINST BILL 


Arguments Against Disfran- 
chisement Presented to 
Legislature. 


An exhaustive memorial has been writ- 
ten by the negroes of the state protest- 
ing against the enactment of the admin- 
istration disfranchisement bill, and 
copies furnished to the members of the 
general assembly for their perusal prior 
to the committee on constitutional 
amendments meeting to consider these 
measures on Monday afternoon. 

The memorial, which covers eleven 
pages of printed matter, is signed by 
the following: 

D. J. Jordan, A. Nash, H. EB Perry, 
J. W. Gilbert, Judson W. Lyons, i. A. 
Rucker, A. F. Herndon, R. T. Weath- 
erby, H. R. Butler, R. A. Holman, E. 
P. Johnson, W. A. Hunton, G. A. Towns, 
Moses Amos, l. H. King, J. A. Rush, 
Charles MeHénry, W. H. Weaver, A. 
Thompson, P. A. Allen, H, H. Proctor, 
chairman; Smith Basley, secretary. 

This list includes the more prominent 
representatives of the race not only of 
Atlanta, but Augusta, Savannah, Macon 
and other Georgia cities. ; 

The opposition to the bill is based un- 
der five heads as follows: First, it is 
unnecessary, and would be provocative 
of political agitation and racial strife. 

Second. it is unjust and would tend to 
disturb labor conditions and retard the 
cooperative movements for law and or- 
der. 

Third, it is undemocratic, and would 
tend to subvert the principles of popular 
government. 

Fourth, it is unconstitutional, 
would inspire national litigation. 

Fifth, and chiefly, this measure comes 
short of the true idea] of civic. virtue, 
and would have a morally degrading ef- 
fect on the young men of the state, 

The language used in this pamphlet is 
extremely temperate and very argu- 
mentative. It is contended that by en- 
acting this Jaw the negro race, which 
is just in the infancy of its commercial 
life, woulg be subjugated to a complete 
state of political serfdom. 

In support of the second’ point it is 
declared that the bill on its face is fair, 
but at heart is a stab at the negro race. 
It ts further contended that its passage 
would arouse such agitation among the 
negro laborers that it would greatly in- 
jure the industries of the state that are 
dependable upon negro labor. It is 
further deciared that this enactment 
would tend to wean the better element 
away from the whites, and in this way 
destroy that cooperation between the 
races which is proving so beneficial. 

It declares that the register is given 
too much power by the terms of this 
measure, and cites an fnstance in Vir- 
ginia where a white man with a univer- 
sity education, both at home and abroad, 
is disfranchised simply because tne reg- 
istrar so elects. 

In the fourth point it is contended that 
the bill is one of class legislation, and 
it is declared to be the inténtion of 
their race if this law is enacted to fight 
it through the highest courts in the 
land. 

In conclusion the pamphlet says: 

We have contributed in our way no little 
to the prosperity of this state. We’ have 
cleared your forests and tilled your fields: we 
have constructed your railways and spanned 
your streams with bridges; we have built your 
houses and tended your cattle: wé have cooked 
your food and cared for your little ones; 
we have served you by night and by day, in 
the time of peace and on the field of battle; 
we have done for you the best that we could. 
And now in this hour when our liberties are 
im the balance, and while all the world looks 
on, we ask you to do to us as you would 
have us do to you. For forty years your 
people have contended that they ought to be 
left alone to regulate the affairx between the 
races, and you have from a thousand plat- 
forms pledged to the negraes, to the nation 
and to the whole world ‘that if this was al- 
lowed. you would deal with absolute fairness 
between your white and biack citizens. The 
ration hae grante@ your request, and som 
of our ablest leaders have advised their peo- 
ple to trust you and withdraw themselves 
from politics. Many of our people have acted 
on this advice. Will you now disregard your 
soiemn vows and trample your honor in the 
dust by passing thir bill?

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MARTHA FORT BROWN. 


Martha Fort Brown sleeps in the 
shadow of Lookout Mountain. Closed 
are her soft eyes, and low her queenly 
head with its crown of softest hair. To 
those who knew her she was a poem, 
as fragile, as delicate, an® as perfect, 
as one of Herrick’s. Perhaps no young 
girl ever in Atlanta society was more 
brilliantly educated or combined with- 
in herself the qualities of longer lines 
of notable ancestors. She was the 
only child of Mr. and Mrs. Julius L. 


Brown, of Atlanta, and tne oldest 
grandchiid of that great old statesman 
and patriot, Joseph E. Brown, whose 
history needs no reheatsal here. AS 
such, as well as for her own sake, she 
was especially cherished wy all the 
members of her father’s family. On 
her mother’s side she was a _  grand- 
daughter »f Dr. Tomlinson For. of 
Milledgeville and Macon, a man, in his 
day, second to none in social and 
importance. Re was a 
politically also, and a “Clark” 
democrat. He -served eight years in 
the state senate, and later a member 
of the United States congress at the 
time when Clay, Calhoun, Webster, Ed- 
ward Everett, and Ane@rew Jackson 
were the great men of the hour.

Many different circles in Atlanta have 
missed the presence of 
young girl during the three years of 
her absence from the city, ana will 
deeply dament her death. She was a4 
Daughter of the Revolution, a Colonial 
Dame, a Daughter of 1812, and a 
Daughter of the Confederacy. She was 
regent of the Dolly Madison chapter of 
Children of the Revolution, and took a 
deep interest in the work of Inspiring 
within the minds of the chifdren a 
patriotic love of country.“ She was a 
member of the history crass, tne oldest 
organization of its kind in Atlanta. She 
aided her gifted and puoric spirited 
mother in organizing the “Bird Lov- 
ers,’’ a society which had ag its pur- 
pose the. preservation of American 
birds—in fact, the preservation of ail 
birds. The love of birds and an in- 
terest in their welfare came naturally 
to her as an jnheritamce, ner grand- 
father, Dr. Tomlinson Fort, having been 
a great bird lover and one of the sub- 
scribers to Audubon’s “Birds or Ameri- 
ca’’ in its original form. These price- 
less volumes are still in. the possession 
of a member of her family. Miss Brown 
was also a member of the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, and last, but not least, 
she was an active memper of the 
Young Ladies’ Mission Society of the 
Second Baptist church, in the affairs 
of which she was deeply interested. 
The gifts of this lovely girl were 
many and varied. She wrote with great 
finish and fine literary style; she 
wae an amateur ar@st, and her needle- 
work was in itself fine arr. But that 
which most endeared her to her friends 
was the courageous and noble spirit 
with which she faced the disappoint- 
ments of life. 

Miss Brown’s death occurred in Chat- 
tanooga at the residence of her uncle, 
Colonel Tomlinson Fort, ex-mayor of 
that city. It was causea py heart 
failure, which resulted from rheuma- 
tigm, from which she had long suffer- 
ed. She died quite suddenty when 
thought to be rapidly improvrng, pass- 
ing away in her sleep like a t!tred child 
with her noble mother beside ner bed. 

Dr. A. T. Spaulding, of Atlanta, for 
years pastor of the Second Baptist 
church, and who baptized Mrs. Brown, 
went to Chattanoega to assist tn the 
funeral services. The N. B. Forrest 
camp Of Confederate Veterans artended 
the funeral in consideration of her fa- 
ther and her grandfather, the old gov- 
ernor, both of whom were soldiers. 
They. also presented ‘a foral offering, 
showing the confederate calors. The 
Chattanooga papers speak of the fu- 
neral services as follows: 

“The funeral of Miss Martha - Fort 
Brown, of Atlanta, was held yesterday 
morning at 9:30 at the residence of her 
uncle and aunt, Coronet Tomlinson 
Fort and Miss Kate Fort, on West 
Sixth street, where her death occurred 
Thursday morning. The house was 
crowded with friends who came to 
Show their respect to Colonel and Miss 
Fort, and their tender memory of the 
lovely girl death had so suddenly claim- 
ed. The casket was covered and the 
rooms were almost filled with the many 
beautiful flowers. At the beginnin 
the service, Mrs. Pratt sang, ‘I 
See Him Face to Face.’ Dr. Bachman 
then arose, and, after quoting the lines:

IMMIGRATION QUESTION 
FROM TWO STANDPOINTS 


The Views Expressed by Governor Smith on His 


Return From Europe, Favoring It, and the Ad- 
verse Action of Georgia Farmers’ Union. 


a aiinaeieamateniall 


Governor-elect Smith gave out the fo? 
lowing intefesting statement regarding 
his impressions after his five weeks 
abroad: 

“While Mr. Jordan, Major Williamson 
and I made our visit to Europe upon 
our own responsibility, giving our own 
time and each bearing his own expenses, 
I fee] that the people of the state should 
know at What our efforts were directed, 
and substantially what we have done. 

“With reference to the subject of im- 
migration to Georgia, I wish it distinct- 
ly understood that while no one feels 
a deeper interest than myself in the 
general mrosperity -and development of 
th estate, I would not be willing to help 
bring immigrants to Georgia wha might 
increase the wealth of the state, if by 
so doing their presence would lessen the 
opportunities of the masses who depend 
for their support upon their labor. The 
lack of sufficient labor force to develop 
the resources of the state is calculated 
to leave the resources dormant, and/the 
laboring people, as well as the state in 
ite entirety, must then suffer. This lat- 
ter is the condition which I see ahead of 
us in Georgia, and it will grow worse 
year by year unless a remedy ig pro- 
vided. 

“I wish to see a Weasonable number 
of white families come to Georgia to 
work on our farms and help us build up 
the waste places, as well as to furnish 
the force to operate the new industrial 
enterprises which otherwise could not 
be established in the state. We should 
encourage the coming enly of those who 
come to stay, to make Georgia their 
permanent home, to work ofr soil, oper- 
ate our new factories, and to invest the 
fruits of their labor in our state.

Norway 
and Sweden have already been well 
drained. 

“The Italian government, on account 
of the recent great exodus, has passed 
stringent laws to prevent the pres- 
ence of immigrant agents, and is tak- 
ing steps to prevent as far as possible 
her citizens from leaving Italy. 

“British America, Africa, South Asia 
and Australia are seeking immigrants 


from Europe. 
South Is Inviting. 


“These conditions are a part of the 
situation to be considered. In spite of 
them some of the more intelligent cit- 
izens of Europe, who contemplate leav- 
ing, can be shown, by the proper pre- 
sentation of the opportunities fur- 
nished in the south, that this section 
offers an inviting place for home-seeK- 


ers. 

“We saw and discussed with the con- 
trolling men of several large ocean 
transportation comytanies the resources 
of Georgia, and the possibilities of this 
nart of the south, including the au 
joining states. We did the same thing 
with a number of representative men 
interested in large industrial and com- 


mercial enterprises. 
Steamers to Savannah. 


“With regard to passenger service, I 
am confident that within the, next few 
months European steamers will begin 
landing at Savannah at stated inter- 
vals of from thirty to sixty days apart. 
These vessels will furnish an opportu- 
nity for emigrants to come directly in- 
to Georgia ports, and go from them 
into our state or surrounding states 
wherever they prefer to settie, 

“We reached the conclusion that the 
class of emigrants whom we should 
principally seek are Germans residing 
in Austria and southern Russia. I was 
myself astonished to find how large a 
pepulation of pure blodded Germans 
are found in Austria and in southern 
Russia. They still speak the German 
language. They, as a rule, are mem- 
bers of the Lutheran church. They are 
a fine type of people, industrious, sober 
and lawabiding. Quite a number are 
emigrating to Germany proper, where 
conditions are more favorable, 

“They are ready to leave Austria and 
southern Russia because of the mere 
nominal pay which they receive for 
their work, and because of their ina- 
bility to become landowners. 
“They are at work upon farms and 

factories. The lack of diversified 
irdustries helps to make the pay which 
they receive for their labor almost 
nominal.

FARMERS’ UNION RESOLUTIONS, 

Following are the resolutions unani- 
mously adopted by the Georgia Farmers’ 
Union in their annual convention in At- 
lanta last week opposing foreign immi- 
gration: 

“Whereas, the state of Georgia is pop- 
wiated almost exclusively with men of 
pure Anglo-Saxon blood, the descendants 
of that hardy race of pioneers who, flee- 
ing the oppression of kings and tyrants, 
sought an asylum upon our shores, 
where they might worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of their own con- 
science and found a government that 
would foster and protect the rights and 
liberties of the people; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, population is increasing, as 
it were, by leaps and bounds, it being 
estimated that in the next fifty years 
the increase by birth alone will give us 
a population of 200,000,000, all of whom 
must be fed from the farm; and, 

“Whereas, there are no new worlds to 
discover, but each country must take 
care of its teeming millions; and, 

“Whereas, the practicability of induc- 


sing immigrants into our state is being 


agitated, and believing that the policy 
wil] prove deterimental to the best in- 
terests, material, social, moral and re- 
ligious, of our state; and, 

“Whereas, we have learneg from act- 
wal experience that this foreign ele- 
ment, as a class, is unreliable in char- 
acter, degraded in morals, anarchistie 
in principle and dangerous to the peace 
and order of society and the welfare 
of the republic; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Farmers’ Union of 
Georgia is irrevocably opposed to for- 
eign immigration and raises its voice 
in protest against the iniquitous policy 
of encouraging it. 

“Be it further resolved, That the 
Farmers’ Union wil] stand as a bulwark 
against the mighty floodtide of immi- 
gration that is pouring into our land 
from across the Atlantic, the pauper 
and criminal element from the crowded 
centers of Europe, and from across the 
Pacific the more worthless Mongolian 
from the Orient; and be it further 

“Resolved, That it is our unalterable 
Purpose to hold this goodly land, pur- 
chased with the blood of our forefathers, 
a8 a priceless heritage for ourselves, 
and to transmit it as a rich legacy to 
our children and our children’s chil- 
dren.’’

. No Apparent Motive. 

Apparent motive for exercising such 
barbaric vengeance upon them there 
Was none. Cuocolo enjoyed something 
more than a local reputation as a 
singer. He had a superb bass voice. 
He. Was in constant demand at private 
entertainments given by people of 
means. Many of those who enjoyed 
his singing were surprised thAt a man 
so highly gifted should confine him- 
self to appearances in private instead 
of essaying a more ambitious and 
lucrative role on the operatic stage or 
concert haj!l platforms. But that was 
his business, and nobody bothered 
much about it. He was numbered 
among the fashionables of Naples and 
his popularity was increased by the 
fact that he spent money freely and 
Was apparently always well supplied 
with it.

“Who is there?” was 
asked. ‘‘Friend,’’ was the reply, ‘‘we 
have come with a message from. your 
husband, Cudcolo.” The door was im- 
mediately opened and a good looking 
woman appeared, holding a lamp high 
over her head and inviting them to éen- 
ter. 

“Well, what is it'’’? she asked. “Oh, 
nothing,’ said the visitors, ‘Cuecolo has 
suddenly gone on a long journey and 
you are to join him,” then, with a 
‘grin, one of the miscreants put his arm 
around her, saying: “Here, give me & 
kiss before you go,’ held the now tefr- 
rifled woman while his companion struck 
her from behind. When the body had 
ceased to twitch they looked at each 
other, and aftera few words of congratu- 
lation on their neat methods, sacked the 
house, which contained many valuables, 
Cuocolo’s share of stolen booty which 
he had not been able to dispose of. They 
left, and the two bodies—miles apart— 
lay stiff and still in the darkness until 
found the next morning. 

His Wife Also Condemned.

will accept the inducements offered. 

The social work of the church is pro- 
vided for, parlors, dining hall, kitchen, 
filled with everything necessary for 
serving meals and yefreshments. 

Each department arranged so as not 
to interfere with the others when in 
special use, but when necessary on spe- 
cial occasions al] these departments can 
be thrown into one to accommodate a 
large assembly. 

The auditorium and class rooms on 
floor above are accessible by several 
Stairways. The main auditorium is one 
of the most beautiful and attractive 
church {fnterlors in the city: the seat- 
ing capacity is six hundred or more, in 
very comfortable circular pews placed 
to the curve of the auditorium with 
broad. aisles covered with handsome 
green carpet. All the woodwork of 
every kind {s “Flemish oak’’ with green 
and golden shades, harmonizing with 
the green carpets and the mellow light 
from the beautiful stained glass win- 
dows, al] blending in rich harmony with 
the 150 gold ornamented pipes of the 
grand organ. 

The cefling in the matin auidteritum 
finishes octagonal to a large center 
dome filled with stain glass, from which 
is suspended a large electric chandelier, 
making a most beautiful effect in light- 
ing the room. 

At will, four large doors can be slid 
into the side walls, thus throwing the 
whole floor into one great auditorium 
with more than fifteen hundred sittings.

The Sunday school auditorium is un-

The general effect of the, building is 
simple’ but massive in the grouping of 
the gables and the slate roof with its 
lantern which lghts the dome, gray 
brick with terra cotta being used in its 
construction.

A. C. Bruce, who is a prominent member 
of the church.

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As a result of the passage by the sen- 
ate of a resolution requesting an investi- 
gation into the conditions at Adairsville, 


Dalton and other points on the line of

MERRITT MAKES REPORT 


SCHOOL FUND 


State School Commissioner W. SB. 
Merritt yesterday completed his report 
as the result of the investigation which 
has been made into the law regarding 
the estimates for the state school fund. 

He embodies in this report a synop- 
sis of the report of the expert account- 
ant, EY fF. Burns, who was employed 
to investigate the estimates for the 


the actual amount of money collectea 
which should by law have gone to the 
schools. 

This report shows that as the result 


of too low. estimates as to the school 
fund for’ succeeding years, the schools 


of $587.827.69. 

The fault, it appears, is entirely with 
the law regarding the time and man- 
ner of making these estimates. Com- 
missioner Merritt suggests a remedy 
for this trouble in his report, and a 
bill for correcting it is now pending 
in the .senate. Governor Smith is in 
hearty accord with the proposed meas- 
ure, and the legislature will be urged 
to get it through at this session with- 
Out fail. 

Commissioner Merritt’s Report. 

Following is Commissioner Merritt’s 
report in full: 

“In the recent annual report of the 
State school commissioner, page 19, it 
is stated that the present plan of 
making: estimates of the school fund 
is not satisfactory, because the law re- 
quires the estimate to be made before 
complete returns of school funds com- 
ing into the treasury are receivea, 

Report of Expert Accountant. 

“The report of Mr. E. P. Burns, ex- 
pert accountant, shows what the 
schools o fthe state hgve lost from the 
fund which the legisiature intended to 
appropriate to the common _ schools 
during the past ten or twelve years. 
This report has been submitted to the 
governor, the state school commis- 
Sioner, the state treasurer and the 
comptroller genera). 

Statement of State School Fund 
Past Fen Years, 

“For the years 1897 to 1906, inclu- 
Sive, the amount of funds paid into 
the treasury, which, under the law of 
the state. was set aside as the school 
fund, was $1!5,778,617.50. The amount 
of school warrants paid by the treas- 
urer during the same ten years was 
$15,190,799.81. This included the ex- 
penses of the aepartment of education. 
and all items under the law chargeable 
to the school fund. ~ 

“In 1903 the fiscal year was changed 
So as to end December 3}, instead of 
September 30. as had been the case 
before that time. During this three 
months school warrants were drawn 
for $276,184.54. The books of the treas- 
urer show that during this -period 
$200,566.14 of school funds were paid 
into the treasury. Owing to the meth-’ 
od, under the law, of making esti- 
mates for. the apportionment of the 
school funds, no apportionment -was 
made for this three months. : 

“The tabulated statements show that 
during the ten-year period above men- 
tioned, the estimates were $15,037,- 
582.17, which were $741,035.33 less than 
the receipts for the.same period. The 
@mount of warrants paid during this 
period exceeded the estimates by $153.,- 
207.64: but the amount of warrants 
Was $587,827.69 less than the school 
‘funds paid .into the treasury. This 
amount went to the- general fund and 
was paid out on ether claims against 
the treasury. 

“While under the law the $567,827.69 
lapsed and were not available to pay 
school warrants the succeeding year, yet

It is not a frequent thing for the, 
police of the city to arrest small white . 
boys for such a crime as burglary, 
but to lock up behind the bars two 
bright-eyed, pretty little girls for 
breaking into a home is something 
that was never heard of before, 

Recorder Broyles, when the children 
Stood before him in the police court 
yesterday morning, saia: 

“I have witnessed some _ strange 
scenes in this court, and & have heard 
of many sad affairs, but this is the 
saddest and the strangest that has ever 
come under my notice.” 

The children were well dregsed. They 
had rosy cheeks ana bright eyes, with 
nothing in their appearance to sug- 
gest that they were other than honest 
children of honest and _ respectable 
parents. 

They Are Not to Blame. 

One sad feature of this story is that 
the officers of the law do not think 
the children are to blame. According 
te the evidence given to Probation 
Officer Gloer, the two girls and the 
boy have been allowed to do pretty 
much as they wished. There was no 
hand to guide them, no guardian to 
check them when they dia wrong. Al- 
though they were aged 8 9.4and 1! 
years, the eldest had been te school 
only one week in her life. and the two 
younger had never attended a school 
at all. It was reported to the proba- 
tion officer that. while their mother 
Was = g00d woman, and did the best 
she could, their father neglected them. 
The mother is now at home ill.. 

“It is the unnatural father who is 
to blame,” states the probation offi- 
cer,” and the recorder has ordered 
him arrested and held under the new 
city. law, which mekes a man guilty 
of any crime that his neglected chil- 
dren ma. commit. 

The children are Onie May, aged 1]; 
Irene, aged 9, and Thomas. aged 8. Their 
father is James 1. Wingard, a switchman 
for the Southern railway, and hig home 
is 786 DeKalb avenue. 

How Burglary Was Committed. 

Friday afternoon about 2 o’cloek the 
three Wingard children went to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. John L. Sutton, 767 Edge- 
wood avenue, which is not far from 786 
DeKalb avenue. There was no one at 
the Sutton home, and one of the chil- 
dren, believed to have been the boy, 
procured a cane and by pushing it inte 
a keyhole so thatygthe key on the inside 
of the door fitted into the hole of tne 
cane, managed to turn the key and un- 
lock the door. 

Upon entering the house they began 
to help themselves to what struek their 


scarcely 
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fancy and would not be too heavy for 
them to carry off. 


There were a lot of toys in the house. 
‘passed by the city 


and they selected a wagon and two dolls. 
They next tore down shades and cur- 
tains from the windows and rolled them 
in rugs taken from the parlor floor. 

Having arranged‘the booty they decided 
to amuse themselves a while before tak- 
ing their departure. But for this they 
might never have been detected. 

One of the girls went to the telephone 
and was in the act of calling up centrai 
when J. T. Sutton, a brother of Mrs. 
Sutton, entered the house and saw the 
etrange trio of youthful burglars. 

Saw a Remarkable Scene. 

He liooked upon a fair-haired girl of |! 
years standing by the phone; another 
pretty girl helping. her baby rother

Officers Starnes and Wood responded 
to the call.and the two girls and the boy 
were take nto the police barracks ina 
trolley car. The boy was iplaced in the 
juvenile ward and the girls were turned 
over to the police matron. 


The Trial for Barglary. 


Yesterday morning when Recorder 
Browles opened his juvenile oourt and 
saw two nicely dressed little girls and 
a boy appear before him and was in- 
formed that it was a casg of burglary, 
he exclaimed: 

“Burglary? Did you say these little 
girls are charged with burglary?’ 

Then the whole story .was told—the 
story of how a baby boy and his two lit- 
tle sisters, left without a guiding hand, 
had committed a felony. 

When the story was all told the re- 
corder questioned the children and there 
came out the remarkable fact that they 
had no conception of the gravity of the 
caso or of the serious crime they had 
committed. In fact, the little boy seem- 
ed to greatly regret that he had not 
secured the toy wagon which he had 
put aside to carry off with the other 
goods. 

The girls admitted breaking into the 
house and did not deny that they, had 
nade preparations to carry off a 18t of 
coods. . 

“We went into the house,’ stated Onie 
May, the eldest, “just to look around, 
and when we got inside and saw so many 
pretty things -we thought we would 
carry a few home with us.”

the little boy.

Ordered Father Arrested, 


Probation Officer Gloer stated to the 
court that the children’s father was a 
railroad man and had not so far been 
found. The mother was sick in bed and 
coul@ not leave home. 

“It is a case of three poor little neg- 
lected children,”’ said the recorder. “One 
of those cases which appeals for hu- 
man sympathy and charity. Perhaps 
the mother is not so much to blame, but 
the father_is. Under the law recently 
counci] making the 
~arents responsible for the unlawfu] 
acts of their neglected children I will 
issue an order for the arrest of James I. 
Wingard. In the meantime the _ chil- 
dren can he held at the poltce barracks.”’ 

The children will not be prosecuted 
for burglary. Just what disposition will 
be made of them, if the recorder holds 
that they are not properly cared for at 
home, is not known. The recorder inti- 
mated that hs might send the girls to 
some charitable institution. The boy is 
sO young that the recorder’ hardly 
knows what to have done with him. 
He may be sent temporarily to the 
Home for the Friendless.

FORAKER ON AMENDMENTS 


Ohio Senator Discusses 14th and 
15th Amendments—He Says the 
Amendments Were Made Nec- 
essary by Action of the 
South Right After 
the War. 


Belléfontaine, Ohio, July 27.—Recent 
remarks on the race question by United 
States Senator Tillman, of South Caro- 
lina, before a similar Ohio gathering, 
brought an extra extended answer by 
United States Senator Foraker, of Ohio, 
!in an address to the chautauqua assem- 
ly at this place today. 

In part Senator Foraker said: 
‘‘Before taking up anything else I want 
to speak briefly in answer to some ut- 
terances of Senator Tillman. He has 
been making a speech in Ohio. It was 
on the race problem. This is his favor- 
ite topic. .He is at his best when he 
talks on that subject, but his best is 
also his worst. 


Milliman Frank and Able. 
“He is one of the frankest and one of 
the ablest men the south has ever pro- 


duced. Every one is fond of him as a 
man. but his views on this subject are 
so extreme that but few of his democratic 
colleagues in the senate, if any of them, 
fully agree with him. In this latest 
speech he is quoted as saying: ‘If after 
the war the north had not in fits passion 
and sectional hatred, gone far beyond 
the bounds of/reason, decency and right- 
eousness, there would today be no race 
problem. ; 

“We resent and resist the doctrine of 
equality under the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments. 

“*You have done wrong. The north 
has done wrong. It can remedy the 
feeling by repealing the fifteenth amend- 
ment and letting the states contro] the 
franchise.’ 

“All the way through his discussion Is 
in the nature of a.protest against social 
equality. Nothing could be more wide 
of the mark. Pverybody understood 
then, as now, that social equality. can- 
not be forceg upon anybody. 


Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amend- 
ments. 

“The purpose of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments was to provide 
political equality, to put all citizens of 
the United States, whether rich or 
pcot. white, or black. upon the same 
plane, so far as the political rights of 
citizenship were concerned. What I 
want to answer is his charge that by 
hatred and passion, the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to thé constitu- 
tion were forced upon the south and 
that in this way the north needlessly 
precipitated upon the south the evils 
they suffered during the reconstruc- 
tion period. These amendments, if not 
fully demanded by the war itself, were 
made necessary by the situation creat- 
ed by the seceding states immediately 
after the war.” 

Senator Foraker discussed conditions 
at the close of the civil war at consid- 
erable length and. then continued: | 

“If they had accepted the fourteenth 
amendment there would not have been 
any fifteenth amendment, for with iae 
fqurteenth amendment accepted and ai! 
the seceding states restored to their 
places in the government, the ratifica- 
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TILLMAN’S BEST 


there be any fauit io 
body on account of the fifteenth 
}amendment it rests with these seceding 
states, for they, by their refusal to ac- 
cept the fourteenth ameygdment, not 
only compelled reconstruction but pre- 
cipitated a submission and ratification 
of the fifteenth amendment. 

“They, accentuated all this by their 
treatment of the freedmen. It would 
be difficult to exaggerate the unfriend- 
ly character of the legislation affecting 
them that was enacted immediately 
after the war in most of the seceaing 
states. 

Spirit of Legislation Not Justice. 

“It is no exaggeration to say that the 
spirit of this legislation was not jus- 
tice, but injustice, and that of the 
most malicious and revengeful charac- 
ter. This kind of legislation, coupled 
with refusal to accept what -were 
thought to be the generous terms of 
the fourteenth amendment, naturally 
‘created a public sentiment in the north 
‘that secured the ratification of the 
fourteenth amendment and led to the 
fifteenth amendment, by¥Y which it is 
provided that no state should have the 
pov sig to deny or abridge the right to 
vote on account of race, col@r or pre- 
Vious conaition of servitude. There 
was never a time, except only when 
the fifteenth amendment was adopted, 
that it could have been aaopted.,. and 
there ras never been a time since it 
was ‘.jorted when it could have been 
repealed, simply because it was right

: ILL COWLBY, whose picture is 
W printed herewith, is a machine 
man who has the distinction of 
having worked in every state in the 
umon save three and who intends to 
work in these three states just as soon 
es he can. 

Mr. Cowley is a native of Texas and 
is at present ‘“‘subbing’’ on The Consti- 
tution. From here he intends to go to 
Jamestown and thence to New York. 
From New York he will go to Maine and 
New Hampshire, where he will work for 
atime. During his period of wandering, 
Mr. Cowley has worked on all the prin- 
cipal papers of the west and the south. 
His collection of working cards is one 
of the most remarkable to be found 
in the United States.

But first let me tell you something 
about the Maltest Islands. There is 
quite a number of them, but the only 
ones of note are Malta, Gozo and Co- 
mino, and they altogether have an 
area of but I!17 square miles. They 
are mere rocks cropping out of the 
sea, but they are covered with a thin 


| rich mold, which makes them the most 


thickly populated part: of the globe. 
Malta is the biggest and its area is 
just about that of the District of Co- 
lumbia. It rises right up out of the 
water and as one looks at it from the 
steamer it seems bleak and bare. The 
slopes are precipitous, but the land 
is so terraced and held. back by stone 
walis that all of it is cultivated. To 
look at it you would not think it 
could raise anything. lt seems more 
like a stone quarry 
than a_ fertile region: 
everything that is planted grows, and 


‘Malta alone supports more than two 


hundred thousand people. This is over 
two thousand for every 
mile, and more, it is said,

The two chief towns of the archi- 
pelago.are Valletta and Cita Vecchiia, 


which are both on this island. Valletta 


has 80,000. and its harbor is where all 
the great ships stop. The town 
built on a hill, high above the water.

Another building of note is the Church 
of St. John, containing the tombs of 
the grand masters of the Knighis of 
Malta.

The church is 
gloriously decorated. It has an altar 
magnificently carved, and fairiy loaded 
with gold and silver. The railing in 
front of it is made of virgin silver, and 
beneath it are kept the keys of Jerusa- 
lem, Acre and Rhodes. Some of the 
paintings in the church were brought 
from Rhodes, and it has tapestries made 
in Brussels at a cost of. $30,000. 

You have heard of the Cappucini 
cemetery in Rome, the chapels of which 
are walled with the bones of dead 
monks. I visited a similar one a few 
weeks ago during a trip to Palermo, 
the capital of Sicily, and I find here at 
Malta another evidence of the grew- 
some taste of the pious fathers of the 
past. I refer to a church here known 
as the Church of the Monks, tn which 
the bodies of the deceased are put away 
unburied. Their skeletons are wrapped 
in the cloaks which they wore !n life, 
and they will, I suppose, be thus clad 
until the day of judgment. The place is 
a hideous one, and a visit to it some- 
times affects people seriously. Not long 
ago a smart young fellow went through 
with his sweetheart. He thought he 
would have a joke upon ner, and when 
her back was turned he slyly pinned her 
skirt to one of the cloaks. As she 
Started to go the skeleton was pulled 
forward, and it fell upon her as though 
about to embrace her. The girl was 
terribly frightened; an@ tc ts said that 
the shock destroyed her reason. 


Pretty Maltese Maidens. 


I like the Maltese giris. They have 
large, soulful eyes, beautiful reatures 
and complexions the color of the dark 
moss rose. They wear great black hoods 
over their heads with long black cloaks 
hanging to them, so that the most of 
the person is hidden an@ little more 
thon the face and eyes shows out. This 
Part of their costume is called the om- 
nella. It is usually made of black silk; 
and the hood is bound at the front over 
a thin piece of whalebone, which is 
drawn over the head, formning an arch. 


resplendent. 


The left arm is usually covered by one ' 


part of this dress, and the right is used 
for holding down the other side and 
bringing the two together. 

In most respects the Maltese of the 
better classes dress much like the peo- 
ple of Europe, and it is only the peas- 
ants who have costumes at all out of 
the way. Their dresses are of a striped . 
native cotton, and they seldom have 
shoes. The men wear short panraloons, 
which leave the legs bare to the knee, 
being tied about the wais: witn a girdle 
of cotton or silk. Above this they 
have on a cotton shirt, and sometimes 
a vest, ornamented witn rows of sfiver 
buttons made of American quarter dol- 
lars or English shillings. @ney seldom 
wear coats. Their heads are usually 
covered with caps of bright colors made 


in the shape of a bag so long that the 
crown of the cap often hangs Gown to 
the shoulders. They sometimes carry 
their money and their tobacco in their 
caps. 

The people here affect the simple : 


life. Outside the cities 


are of one story. They are usually 
stone huts, built of materials gath- 
ered on the ground. 
windqws are made by the carpenters 
and the village blacksmiths supply the 
locks and hinges. The people have 


and small quanties of grain. They 
srow oranges, figs annd grapes. Many 
of them. have bees, and raise the 
money for which the island is noted. 
Among the chief domestic animals are 
goats, of which there are about 20,- 
000. I have seen them in Morocco, 
Tunisia and Tripoli. They are con- 
sidered about the best along the Med- 
iterranean, and are imported not only 
on account of their milk, but as breed- 
ers. They give so much milk that 
the whole population depends upon 
them for its supply, and the few cows 
which are kept are not regarded with 
favor. Indeed, there is not enough 
pasture on the island to furnish good 
cow’s milk. 

These Maltese goats are the chief 
competitors of the Angora goat; and 
it is questioned whether they would 
not be more valuable for our country 
than the latter. There is a demand 
in all the American cities for goat's 
milk for babies, and young kids are 
said to sell at the price of lambs. 
Here in Malta goats milk brings 
about eight or ten cents a quart, and 
the average goat yields from two to 
two and one-half quarts per day. The 
milk is not used for cheese or butter, 
although fresh butter and cheese made 
of sheep's milk are sold. I see goats 
in the streets every morning. They 
are driven from house to house and

with the Knights of Malta, 
owned and ruled it for many 
vears. The islands are among the 
oldest in history. It was on Gozo 
that “Calypso lived. She was the 
nymph who enchanted Ulysses and 
Kept him for seven years, on the 
promise that she would give him per- 
petual youth and immortality if he 
stayed with her. In this connection 
I am reminded of a talk I had with 
Mrs. General Grant, the wife of our 
own great Ulysses, in which she told 
me that when the general steamed by 
these Maltese islands on his trip 
around the world a fair fellow pas- 
senger warned him to beware of the 
sirens. He replied that his Calypso 
was with him in the person of his 
wife, and there was no danger of his 
being enchanted by any other she. 
Malta once belonged to the Phoeni- 
cians, and was colonized by the Car- 
thaginians, Before that it was owned 
by the Greeks, and after the Punic 
wars by the Romans. Later on it was 
attached to Sicily, and after’ the 
Roman power was overthrown it was 
occupied by the Vandals, the Goths, 
and again by the Greeks. In the ninth 
or tenth century the Arabs took pos- 
session of it and later on the Nor-

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mans came in and ruled it under one 
form or other for hundreds of years, 
The Knights of Malta. 

It in !530 that Charles V of 
Spain gave Malta to the order of the 
Knights of St. John of who 
thereupon took the the 
Knights of Malta and it. At 
this time they had not only took 
upon themselves the defense of the 
Mediterranean. They made war upon 
the Barbary pirates, attacked the 
Turks again and again, and defeated 
the sulten when he attacked them. 
They waged war with the Moslems for 
generations; and it was not until Na- 
poleon Bonaparte on his way to Egypt 
besieged them that they surrendered 
their fortresses. Altogether they 
held the island for 268 years, and 
when the French took it they agreed 
to give the grand master of the

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CLUB WOMEN TO HAVE A VOICE IN THE KENTUCKY SCHOOLS 


At a recent meeting of the Kentucky 
Educational Association, Mrs. Desha | 
Breckinridge, of Lexington, made a 
very able presentation of the subject 
ef school suffrage for women in the 
United States. 

Kentucky was the first state to give 
school suffrage to women, doing so in 
1838. Since that time thirty other 
states and territories have followed its 
example, but Kentucky, oddly enough, 
has undone its work, and rescinded the 
suffrage so long ago conferred. 

Mrs. Breckinridge cites moving fig- 
ures in proof of the statement that 
where women vyote upon school matters 
school matters are best, and concludes 
as follows: 

“If the men of Kentucky are capable 
alone of managing our school system— 
if they desire to do it alone, without 
the help of women—if they are self- 
sufficient, then let them say so, and let | 
them tell vs tonight to go home to our 
kitchens and leave school matters to 
them. But if they are beginning to feel 


that they are as other states are—that 
they need the help of their women, then 
let them write down this desire in their 
law: let them grant us equal fellowship 
with men, let them embody in the law 
the answer to the question of the Michi- 
gan supertntendent, ‘Who is more inter- 
ested in the welfare of the children? 
Who has a better right to have some- 
thing to say as to how the schocis shall 
be conducted than the mothers of the 
school children?’ 

‘“T have, with many other women in 
Kentucky, done in recent years what 
I could in the interest of our public 
schools, and in forming an edvwational 
sentiment in my community. But I be- 
lieve that I speak for a large number 
of Kentucky women, I know 
speak for myself, when I say that it 
is impossible for me to throw myself 
as ardently into the struggle to improve 
the schools of Kentucky while there is 
open to me only the slow and painful 
method of indirect influence, and while 
I am ever conscious of the fact that I

considered; by the very men 
who ask me to help them, capable of

THE OPPORTUNITIES OF A CLUB WOMAN’S VACATION 


Each summer thousands of womep 
from the cities and larger towns, where 
opportunities for culture and social ef- 
fiicency abound, go into country byways, 
and live for weeks without giving a 
thought to the community life of those 
among whom they pitch their summer 
tents. Suppose that instead of lounging 
@way the whole seven, one or two days 
a@ week were given to social service by 
the summer visitor of abundant leisure. 
This service could easily be adapted to 
the greatest need of the locality. The 
possibilities for aiding any community 
to a better standard of living are al- 
most limitless, and it is work fhat city 
women are well qualified to do, not only 
for their own communities, but for those 
they visit for weeks or months in the 
summer. 

In most cases efficient*counsellors and 
aids will be found in the local ministers 
and priests, who, while they may not 
have the broad views that develop from 
experience with conditions in large city 
communities, are nevertheless conversant 
with the peculiar needs and the temper 


of their charges. Even one capable, en- 
ergetic and enthusiastic woman could 
work among the sélfish pleasure-seekers, 
as well as among those she undertook 
to benefit, for well doing is more or less 
infectious and often all that is needed 
is a leader. 


If any woman feels an impulse to do 
helpful summer work in the community 
in which she is stopping, but lacks mo- 
tive, she can gain many valuable sug- 
gestions through the woman's depart- 
ment of a leading New Ylork daily, 
which, contrary to the custom of most 
newspapers, is devoted almost exclusive- 
ly to the philanthropies and civic move- 
ments with which women all over the 
cOuntry are identified. The detailed in- 
formation given in regard to these va- 
rious ‘betterment movements, of varying 
degrees of ambitiousness and importance, 
constitutes a most suggestive and liberal 
education in what progressive, altruistic 
women here and there are accomplishing, 
and will serve as a stimulus as well as 
a guide to the earnest worker for 
others.

SERIOUS MATTER IS CARE 


OF-THE STATE’S WORKING 
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GEORGIA BRANCH OF THD 
SOUTHERN ASSOCIATION 
OF COLLEGE WOMEN 
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HE tremendous increase in the 
T number of working women and 
children and its influence is al- 
most incredible to the average reader. 
There were less than three hundred 
thousand women wage-earners in the 
United States in 1860; but in 1900 there 
were nearly five and a half millions. 
So, too, the per cent of little boy wage- 
earners in the United States very 
nearly doubled in the ten years from 
1890 to 1900, the increase being from 
ll per cent to 2! per cent. 

In Georgia there is an army of 182,- 
000 working women. About the same 
proportion of men work for wages in 
Georgia as work on the average 
throughout the United States; but we 
are confronted by the curious fact that 
Georgia's proportion of working women 
is half as high again as the United 
States average. Twenty-seven per cent 
of Georgia’s women are employed for 
wages. Again, while only one married 
woman out of twenty works in the 
United States as a whole, one married 
woman out of every seven is at work 
in Georgia. . 

Naturally, a large proportion of these 
working women are negro domestic 
servants. Many of them, as we know, 
are deserted mothers of children; oth- 
ers are not supported by their hus- 
bands; still others are white working 
women, forced by the low family wage 
to take up their part of remunerative 
work; again others—and this element 
is growing every year—have taken up 
work as a means of encompassing lux- 
uries or comforts that they would 
otherwise not have. 

A National Question. 

That the addition of a million work- 
ing women to the ranks of those al- 
ready toiling in America every decade 
will eventually affect the whole Amer- 
ican people there can be no reasonable 
doubt. In the ignorant negro woman 
who gives her baby a dose of paregeric 
and locks it up while she goes for 
her day’s work, and in the mountain 
woman at work in our factories, whose 
little children of eight or ten must 
needs do the family cooking, scrub- 
bing and baby-tending, we have alike 
forces that must make for weakened 
generations to follow. 

No wonder that,in any examination 
of nearly twenty thousand children of 
the well-born and of the laboring 
classes in England it was found that 
“the children of the non-laboring 
Classes at thirteen years of age exceed 
those of the artisan class in height 
aimost three and a quarter inches.” 
Could such an examination be made of 
the children of working mothers—and 
it is to be hoped that the investiga- 
tion provided for by the last congress 
will definitely touch this point—we 
might well expect to find an even 
greater difference. 


Many Laws Enacted. 

Facing similar facts, and knowing 
that the strength bequeathed bv the 
mother must be the strength of the 
next generation, many states have 
made definite laws touching the em- 
ployment of women. In some they are 
prohibited, as they should be in Geor- 
gia, from employment immediately be- 
fore and after the birth of a child: in 
many, the hours of work for women are 
limited; in still others, there is a spe- 
cial effort to secure good sanitary ar- 
rangements in the establishments in 
which they work, such as the removal 
of lint by special machinery, while 
many establishments employing women 
seamstresses realize the advantage of

for their machines.

Pass. 

The constant increase in the ranks of 
our working Women, unless & is met 
by proper moral and physical safe- 
Suards, must be a growing menace to 
the physical, mental and moral cond!- 
tion of the generations born of these 
women. An even greater menace may 
come, as we are just beginning to 
realize, from the children who are be- 
ing given over to hard labor. 

Over 113,000 children, 36,000 of them 
little girls, were working for wages in 
Georgia in 1900. At that time, about 
one-fifth of all the boys in the United 
States from ten to fourteen years old 
were engaged in gainful occupations; 
but in Georgia we had the amazing 
per cent of 43.1, and one girl out of 
every five at that age was at work. 
With such an astounding proportion of 
the children of Georgia at work for 
money, it is of the utmost importance 
to throw all possible safeguards around 
the occupations at which they work, 
no matter whether the child be white 
or colored, and to eliminate entirely 
those occupations that tend directly to 
intemperance or loose morals. 

We say that we have taken the chil- 
dren out of the factories in Georgia, 
but we must have factory inspectors to 
see that our age limits are truly ob- 
served, and we must raise the limits, 
as an amendment now before the house 
provides. 

Street Trades for Children. 

We have not yet touched the street 
trades for children, nor do we stop to 
think how greatly a street life may be 
undermining the morals of the boys 
who follow it. In. this connection John 
Spargo says in his “Bitter Cry of the 
Children”: “Nor is it only in the fac- 
tories that these grosser forms of im- 
morality flourish. They are even more 
powerful among the children of the 
streets, newsboys, bootblacks, messen- 
gers, and the like. The proportion of 
newsboys who suffer from the results 
of immorality is alarmingly great. The 
superintendent of the John Worthy 
echool of Chicago, Mr. Sloan, asserts 
that ‘one-third of all the newsboys 
who come to the John Worthy school 
are diseased.” The newsboys who come 
to the school are, according to Mr. 
Sloan, on an average one-third belo 
the ordinary standard of physical d 
velopment, a condition which will 
readily understood by those who k 
the ways of the newsboys of our fy 
cities.” eee 

Still other directly {mmoral employ- 
ments should be pruhibited by a state 
law. We have one such law, but it 
cannot be stretched to cover all cases, 
being directed specifically to mounte- 
bank employments, etc. 

However, until our city council re- 
cently forbade it, I am told that little 
boys were freely employed to bottle 
liquors in this city, and that not in- 
frequently they were carried out dead 
drunk from the liquor that they were 
allowed to take. And, until we pro- 
hibit by law the sending of child mes- 
sengers at any hour of the night to the 
worst sections of the city, We may be 
sure that here, too, we are allowing 
children to be trained in the ways of 
immorality. 

the readjustment of social and eco- 
nomic forces that has called the wom- 
en and children out of the home to 


labor is a force too mighty to be over- 
come by legislation. The human being 
has been developed above the savage 
by the spur of constantly .increasing 
necessities: out of necessity has come 
struggle for better things, and out of 
that struggle progress. Since the days 
of the old monks, it has been true that 
‘“laborare est’ orare,” and in the work 
that is worship we have set our faces 
toward a higher goal. 

We ourselves must determine whether 
we are developed to such a point that 
we can direct our own progress and 
avoid some of the useless sacrifice in- 
volved in the vast struggle that de- 
termines the survival of the fittest and

where all the members ate and assem- 
bied together to transact business. The 
palace of the grand master was sur- 
roundeqg by the four principal streets. 
It stil] stands, and is now occupied by 
the officers of the British garrison. This 
building covers more than two acres. It 
has two entrances and two courtyards, | 
one af which is now used as an amuse- 
ment court for the British uedcsiee | 
The interior of the palace is elegant, | 
the chief halls and apartments being em- 
bellisheg with paintings commemorating 
the battles of the order. One of the 
most interesting parts of the building is 
the armory. It is a great hall running 
the whole length of the structure and 
containing many warlike weapons and 
trophies which belonged to the Knights 
of Malta. In it there are now ninety 
complete coats of armor for mounted 
knights, and a large number of weapons 
‘used by the infantry of the past. The 
complete suits of armor stand among: 
the muskets of the garrison, looking like 
sentinels and giving the whole a somber 
appearance. In one piece of armor sev- 
eral slight dents may be seen. They 
were caused by shooting at it with a 
musket at 180 feet. The bullets failed 
to penetrate or break the steel.

The old capital of Malta is 6 miles from) 
Valleta, and one can reach it by rail or 
carriage. It is there that the grand 
masters had their summer residences, 
and there they were inaugurated. They 
left Valleta early in the morning, es- 
. eorted by a bodyguard and bands of 
music. When the grand master came 
near the city he was saluted by musket- 
ry. and one of the chief citizens came 
out and gave him a bunch of artificial 
flowers, making an appropriate speech 
_ and kissing his hands. When the grand 
_ Master arrived at the gates he knelt 


down before a cross which had been 
erected there, and the keys of the city 
were given to him. At the same time 
he swore that he would respect the priv- 
ileges and franchises of the city. After 
this he went to the cathedral to mass, 
and then on back to Valletta. 

Cita Vecchia is in the center of the 
island, and about on the top of it. It 
is so high up that on a clear day the 
coasts of both Sicily ang Africa may be 
seen from its walls. : 

Where St. Paul Stayed. 

According to tradition, St. Paul the 
apostie, accompanied by St. Luke, spent 
three months on the island of Malta. 
During this time they lived not far from 
Cita Veochia in a.cave, over which a 
church was built about two hundred 
years ago. The cave is about 30 feet in 
diameter, and 8 feet high. There is a 
marble statue of St. Paul in the middle 
of it, and lights are kept burning before 
this day and night. Among the relics 
of the church is a piece of the true cross 
upon which the Savior was crucified, 
and also relics of not less than six of 
the aposties and of other saints. 

They Speak Maltese. 

Maka has been a possession of the 
British since Thomas Jefferson was pres- 
ident of the United States. Nevertheless 
the peopie do not speak English, ang al- 
though ruled for centuries by foreigners 
they still have a language of their own. 
There have been attempts to make Ital- 
ian the national tongue, but the Maltese 
bject, and they still speak the same lan- 
guage that they have tn the past. There 
are a number of newspapers published in 
Maltese and the Maltese is used to some 
extent in the schools. .- 

The percentage of illiteracy is great. 
Not more than one-tenth of the people 
can read or write, and many of the chil- 
dren do not go to school. Nevertheless, 


the islang has common schools and pri- 
vate schools everywhere. There is a 
university, a lyceum and a large school 
for girls. There is a public library in 
Valletta which contains over 63,000 vol- 
umes, and which has many of the books 
of the Knights of St. John. 

In religion Malta is Roman Catholic. 
It has an archbishop and more than a 
thousand priests and monks. There are 
twenty convents and five nunneries on 
the island, and these are conducted after 
the manner of the middie ages, the nung 
seldom coming out of their seclusion. 
There are more than a hundred Catho- 
lic churches and chapels, some of which
